I didn't 
propose any such thing. I pro- 


posed that we halt tests of 
hydrogen weapons. 
“They are not the same 


thing at all. Perhaps someone 
ought to explain to him the dif- 
ference. He has indicated that I 
favor discontinuance of research 
in atomic weapons. I didn’t pro- 
pose that at all.” 

No ‘Last Word’ on H-bomb. 

In his San~ Diego speech 
Stevenson said: 

“Most Americans I know are 
concerned and deeply concerned 
about mankind’s need to tame 
the hydrogen bomb. Yet only 
yesterday the President said he 
uttered his last word on this 
subject. 


“I say there can be no last | 


word on this fateful subject un- 
til mankind is freed of the 
menace of incineration. And I 
shall have something more to 
say about obligations of leader- 
ship to the human race as well 
as the nation next Monday 
night.”

Railroads and Profits 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your recent editorial, “Passengers 
Aren't Phantoms,” leads one to the 
conclusion that the railroad, which 
is discontinuing passenger service, is 

‘Making a big mistake. Your editorial 

states that the railroad is using an 
accounting system that shows losses 
where there are no losses, 


In most accounting systems, there 
is an attempt to place expenses of 
the products or services in the cor- 
rect account to determine the indi- 
vidual cost of each product or serv- 
ice. You must agree that there must 
be some system of dividing the ex- 
penses of bridges, rails and yards 
proportionately between the passen- 
ger and freight cars. 


It would be stretching the imagina- 
‘tion to see a published statement 
‘from a railroad having only passen- 
ger car operating expenses and not 
any freight car expenses. But yet 
this is what the editorial forces on 
one’s mind, 


The accounting formula has been 

' in use for 42 years, says the: edi- 
torial. Many times during this period 

. the railroads showed a substantial 
profit on passenger service. But 
now because it shows a loss the ac- 
counting system is termed “unrealis- 


No mention is made about the rela- 

, tionship of the decreasing number of 

passengers on the railroads to the 

enormous increase in automobiles 

on our highways or the increasing 
competition from bus lines. 


The assumption that any money 
. the railroads take in on passenger 
cars is “pure velvet” seems narrow. 
To what account is the cost of the 
diner, the salary expense of porters, 
brakemen and conductor, the main-* 
tenance of the car, heating and air- 
conditioning charged? From your 
editorial we may conclude that all 
one has to do is put a passenger car 
on the road and count the money as 
it comes in. If one uses the “right” 
accounting system, of course. 


The statement that “ .. . what 
matters is the profit the railroad 
earns from all operations... ” is 
not, I hope, representative of the 
writer’s knowledge of the relation- 
ship of profit and loss to the cost of 
producing a product or service. Has 
it not seemed sensible that in produc- 
ing two services a loss in one (due to 
greater costs) will definitely de- 
crease the total profit when the two 
are computed together? Why isn't a 
company justified in dropping an 
operation if this means an increase 
in profits? 

It is not clear to me whether or 
not your editorial implies that Mr. 
Randolph of the Erotherhood of 
Sleeping Car Porters implied that 
the railroads were using this account- 
ing system to cover up profits made 
on passenger cars. However, if it did, 
then why would the railroads desire 
to cut off this source of profit by 
discontinuing passenger service? 

The editorial may be debated from 
either view and still it is confusing.

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How Ready the Reserves? 


It is a mystery why President Eisenhower 
does not. clear away the confusion that sur- 
rounds the nation’s vital military reserve pro- 
gram. He mentioned the reserves briefly in his 
statement on the draft but what he said did 
nothing at all to dispel the doubts about the 
status and value of the reserve. He said: 

We r i 

oeagrie that ail be ane wad effecdan 

not just d paper force. We seek to build this 

strong reserve, as a needed supplement to 
our standing forces, and as a means to hold 


our active duty strength at reasonable 
levels. 


And this I have emphasized before: I am 
determined that through a strong reserve, 
we relieve veterans from being recalled to 
duty in time of emerg while younger 
men who have not served stay at home. 
Selective Service is an essential stimulant 
for building up the necessary reserve 
strength. 

The National Security Training Commission's 
first annual report to Congress on the 1955 
Reserve Forces Act points out that the armed 
services are little benefitted thus far by the 
reserve program. The major goal of the first 
year was the enlisting of 100,000 youths between 
17 and 18% for six months of active duty fol- 
lowed by seven and a half years in the reserve. 
Less than 40,000 were enlisted. 

Men released from the armed services after 
finishing two, three or four year enlistments 
are expected to join at once reserve units for a 
time sufficient to make their total military duty 
add up to six years. The vast majority do not 
join units and so make the major part of the 
reserve consist of names and addresses in file 
cabinets. 

The reserve units are held together only be- 
cause they have a strong stiffening of World 
War lI and Korean veterans. These veterans 
come close to being professionals because of 
their wartime service, their love of things mili- 
tary and their intense participation in unit 
training. These are the very men that President 
Eisenhdwer must have had in mind when he 
spoke of wanting to “relieve veterans from be- 
ing recalled to duty in time of emergency.” Yet 
as the reserve now stands, they would be just 
as indispensable as when Korea broke. 

If those men were withdrawn from reserve 
units tomorrow the nation would have a re- 
serve so feeble that it would be of the most 
meager assistance in an emergency. As the re- 
serve now stands it will be at least five years 
before the younger men have advanced into non- 
commissioned officer grades and officer ranks 
in sufficient number to relieve the veterans. 

If Selective Service can be made to build 
up thé necessary reserve so that the younger 
men can relieve the older men from duty that 
would be splendid. It would be welcome all 
around. ‘The trouble is that nobody from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower on down has demonstrated 
satisfactorily just how that is being done—or can 
be done. 
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With Nothing to Say 

Many Americans outside the Deep South 
were startled when the Madison county commis- 
sion in Florida fired Dr. Deborah Coggins, a 
health officer, because in a busy day she had 
lunch with a Negro nurse. The county commis- 
sion has now heard Dr. Coggins, and the com- 
mission sat in silence. It also heard a model 
brief in her behalf from another health official, 
Robert H. Browning. He told the commission: 


The health programs in three counties 
have collapsed. I say, “Is it worth it? What 
do you have to prove?” 

I cannot and will not sacrifice my own 
integrity and self respect on the altar of 
economic security. What Dr. Coggins did 
had no more to do with spreading integra- 
tion than drinking a cup of Russian tea has 
to do with spreading Communism. 


If there is one Christian among you, one 
American, let me hear a motion to rescind 
this action! 

What happened then? The valiant members 
of the Madison county commission sat in silence. 
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Out of Bounds 

In questioning a network official about how 
news of its proceedings is being handled, a House 
subcommittee is on questionable ground. Repre- 
sentative Celler of New York, whose anti-trust 
group is investigating television, put the query to 
Frank Stanton, president of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System: Was it possible that the subcom- 
mittee’s proceedings had been “blacked out” on 
radio and television news programs? 

Mr. Stanton responded that CBS never in- 
structs its news department “to play a story one 
way or the other,” and that if the Celler sub- 
committee proceedings were not being much 
mentioned it was probably because “our news 
people thought other events were of more im- 
portance in the publie eye.” 

The CBS head would, we believe, have been 
perfectly justified if he had replied instead, po- 
litely but firmly, that the question Mr. Celler 
asked was outside the scope of the subcommit- 
tee’s business. It is in fact surprising to find this 
tack being taken by a member of Congress like 
Emmanuel Celler. . 

Surely the potential danger is plain. In the 
hands of a man as avid for limelight and as 
much given to pushing people around as, say, 
Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, the line of 
questioning embarked on by Mr. Celler could 
be a potent weapon of intimidation in the inter- 
est of lens-hogging and news coloration. We sin- 
cerely trust that Representative Celler will see 
as much and forbear from side forays of so du- 
bious a nature. 
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The Case for Mr. Stassen’s Job 

An interim report by a Senate subcommittee 
is not to be taken too seriously, Often it is 
only a means of maintaining the franchise until 
the committee can find time to draft a more 
substantial report with meat on its bones. 

That seems to be the case with Senator Hum- 
phrey’s subcommittee on disarmament, which 
has issued an interim report raising a number 
of fairly obvious questions about the subject, 
and making no effort to present any answers. 
One question raised is whether the President 
has done the right thing by appointing a special 
White House adviser to handle disarmament 
policy, instead of leaving this work in the De- 
partment of State, which is supposed to co-ordi- 
nate such matters. 

Co-ordination has its points, but so does the 
special-assistant device. While it is true that 
Secretary Dulles and Harold E. Stassen have 
sometimes been at odds, and that the pure logic 
of the organizational chart may seem to call 
for putting Mfr. Stassen somewhere east south- 
east of Mr. Dulles; many a worth-while enter- 
prise has been buried by bureaucratic nicety. 
President Eisenhower gave special status to the 
disarmament project by elevating it to the 
dignity of the White House, whereas Mr. Dulles, 
who likes to carry foreign policy around in his 
hat, most likely would have tended to subordi- 
nate it.” 

It must be confessed that in this case the 
special-assistant device has produced no very 
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spectacular results, And probably Mr. Stassen’s 
stature has not been increased by his little ad- 
vénture of trying to disarm Mr. Nixon instead 
of the Russians. Even so, it does not hurt to 
place a pushing and ambitious man in charge 
of a difficult problem. He might just possibly 
come up with a solution. And disarmament is 
important enough to justify the effort. 
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The Time of the Torch 

This time of year used to bring the Red 
Feather of the Community Chest. Now the 
knock on the door or the letter in the mailbox 
brings the torch of the United Fund. Between 
the former ard the latter there is a wealth of 
progress in the way each citizen can help other 
citizens who need help. 

The United Fund, whose campaign began 
Oct. 9, now represents 117. diverse agencies, 
from the Red Cross and hospitals to the Y.M.C.A. 
to religious service groups to art centers to the 
Salvation Army to the U.S.O. to Travelers’ Aid 
to Goodwill Industries and day nurseries. 

In short, the United Fund represents an op- 
portunity for united giving. There are still some 
health and welfare campaigns independent of 
the Fund, and the public is free to give to any 
of them as to the Fund. But a dollar given to the 
Fund is split more than one hundred ways to 
health and welfare. 

A citizen could not split his dollar to help 
the retarded child dewn the street, to provide 
day care for the infant of a working mother, to 
put a basketball in the hands of a teen-age “Y” 
team, to offer treatment to the child with cere- 
bral palsy or the youth needing blood or the 
elderly man requiring care for chronic disease, 
to send a family counselor to a young couple 
or a visiting nurse to a bed-ridden woman, or 
to feed, clothe, house, treat, advise, rehabilitate, 
encourage and just plain talk to all the people 
who still need help in this remarkably prosper- 
ous country and city. 

The United Fund divides the dollar for the 
good of all. And for these and a thousand more 
reasons the Fund seeks $8,250,000 this year in 
the St. Louis area. The time of the torch is the 
time for a generous and united investment in a 
better community, 
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20 Years After Moscow 


One observation may be made with certainty 
about the current trials in Poznan, Poland: they 
are not being held according to the model estab- 
lished in Moscow 20 years ago. At that time 
prominent Communist figures were shameless- 
ly reviled and sentenced to death on confessions 
which would not be accepted in any other court. 

In Poland, however, evidence extorted by the 
police is being thrown out. Counter-charges 
made against the authorities by the accused are 
being admitted to the record, and apparently are 
being weighed in the reaching of a verdict. 
While the trials are not yet at an end, there have 
been a number of acquittals and sentences have 
been amazingly light. And the procedures are 
being conducted in the open—in a packed court- 
room. . 

Considering the secrecy and severity with 
which even the East German Communist au- 
thorities acted after the Berlin riots, this judi- 
cial aftermath of the June 28 “bread and free- 
dom” demonstration in Poznan is an unexpected 
exhibition. Of course, the Western world does 
not know whether any riot leaders were pun- 
ished secretly, or whether the prosecution’s ap- 
peals may not bring more severe sentences. Yet 
there is a general impression that many of those 
under indictment will be dismissed without even 
being brought to trial. 

It seems a bit extreme to conclude that all 
this is just another stage-show calculated to con- 
vince non-Communists that genuine changes 
have been made on the far side of the Iren Cur- 
tain. A more probable explanation is that the 
Poles having been granted an inch of freedom 
—like the other satellite peoples—are seizing a 
mile. The riots seem to have been a very genu- 
ine protest against the Red regime and against 
conditions prevailing under it. Public sympathy 
seems to be with the accused. The authorities 
may feel that they must bow to this, or they 
may even share the feeling. But whatever the 
motivation, it is a gain for human rights when 
law is administered with fairness and leniency. 
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Since Ivan Really Was Terrible 

The historians of Soviet Russia, who present 
their views in a magazine entitled “Problems 
of History,” have announced that Ivan IV was 
really entitled to his appellation of “the Ter- 
rible.” The late Joseph Stalin who was a great 
admirer of Ivan the Terrible, they explain, was 
responsible for Soviet history books portraying 
the murderous 16th century czar as an “angel 
of virtue.” So, under the new regime in the 
Kremlin, old Ivan is going to be depicted as 
deserving that “the Terrible.” That is all right 
with us but what are the odds that these new- 
regime professors will not end up having to 
refer to the late Soviet dictator as Joseph the 
Most Terrible? 
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Slow Motion in the County 

It is nearly a year since St. Louis county vot- 
ers approved a bond issue of $39,712,000 for 
various public improvement projects which were 
described as urgently needed. Yet not a single 
project has been started, and the people are now 
getting the news that at best only one is likely 
to be started in 1956. 

That is a dismal record for Supervisor Mat- 
thews and Highway Engineer Kiburz to point to. 
Within six months after city voters had author- 


ized a bond issue, the city of St. Louis had let 


contracts for 20 projects. County officials, when 
they were given borrowing authority, promised 
comparable speed. They have miserably failed 
to keep the promise. 

The citizens’ watchdog committee has had to 
hound the county officials at every step, urging 
that a start be made. Last January Supervisor 
Matthews promised that $10,715,080 worth of 
projects would be under way in 1956, the first 
three or four being tentatively set for a start in 
April. But April passed without action, as did 
May and June and all the summer months. 

Now Harold J. Lien, consulting engineer on 
the bond projects, breaks the news that construc- 
tion is expected this year only on the widening 
of West Florissant avenue. Widening of Clayton 
road, widening of Brentwood boulevard near the 
county hospital and other projects had been 
promised for 1956. Instead, the county is just 
getting around to setting up an “expediter’s” 


» office for acquisition of rights of way and inspec- 


tion of construction work, and another office of 
consulting engineer on road projects. Only 
this week was the first definite action taken 
toward acquisition of park and playground sites 
under the bond issue. 

What a record! The citizen will wonder why 
it is that Engineer Kiburz’s office cannot put 
into bond issue planning the efficiency and en- 
thusiasm which seems to go into the collection 
of a lug from employes to help finance his cam- 
paign for re-election,

From The International Teamster 


During a recent storm in St. Louis, 
an overloaded sewer line broke and 
flooded basements all along a South 
Side street. A member of Teamsters 
Local 688 who lived in the area called 
city officials, without result. Then she 
remembered something she heard in 
her last union meeting and called the 
union’s Community Action Department. 


A union staff member went into ac- 
tion. He contacted the city’s Director 
of Streets and Sewers and within an 
hour a pumping crew was on the scene. 
The crew worked all night to clear the 
basements of water and the following 
morning another crew repaired the 
break. 

The incident illustrates only one facet 
of an exciting new trade union activity 
on.the part of Local 688, known as the 
“Community Action” program. 

One campaign last year resulted in 
an ultimate court victory to see that 
the city’s Rat Control Ordinance was 
enforced. When a two-month-old boy 
was severely bitten by rats in his crib 
during the night, public indignation was 
stirred. Investigation showed that city 
officials had decided to withhold en- 
forcement of the Rat Control Ordinance 
in an area covering about 30 per cent 
of the city. 

Local 688’s community stewards de- 
cided something had to be done. They 
organized a special Rat Control Com- 
mittee which went into special hearings 
in the city’s Board of Aldermen and 
presented the evidence. 


People Have Right to Speak 


The voice of citizens was not strong 
enough, however, to overcome the 
power of real estate interests who 
owned most of the property in the af- 
fected areas. So the union filed suit to 
obtain a court order requiring enforce- 
ment of the ordinance, and won the 
case. Today the city is installing rat 
control stations throughout the area. 

The success of the Community Ac- 
tion program in Local 688 has prompted 
some quarters to charge that the union 
is building a “political machine.” The 
fact is, however, that the program has 
carefully avoided partisan politics. It 
operates on the principle that the peo- 
ple of a community have the right to 
speak out about their needs and to act 
in concert to gain improved community 
services. 

The program had its beginnings 
in 1951 when Local 688 held its first 
series of “community meetings.” Regu- 
lar shop meetings were suspended for 
a month and members met on a neigh- 
borhood-by-neighborhood basis. In striv- 
ing for the old “town meeting” spirit, 
members were urged to speak out about 
the problems of their neighborhoods— 
street lighting, police protection, pub- 
lic transportation, overcrowded schools 
—with a view to establishing commit- 
tees of union members to seek solu- 
tions to their problems, 


The Citizen and Government 


The philosophy of the program has 
best been stated by Harold J. Gibbons, 
secretary-treasurer of the 10,000-mem- 
ber Warehouse and Distribution Work- 
ers’ Local 688: 


“As citizens in a democracy, we have 
an opportunity unparalleled in human 
history to have a voice in the affairs 
of government that have a direct bear- 
ing on our lives. Playgrounds, sewer 
systems, street lighting, traffic arteries, 
sanitation, safety standards in homes— 
all these are things which concern 
us.” 

To establish channels of communi- 
cation between the citizen and his gov- 
ernment, Local 688 set out to establish 
a community procedure patterned after 
the grievance procedure in the shops. 

The first step was to appoint com- 
munity stewards, each one Ss ower r 
15 members of the union in neigh- 
borhood, Each community steward is 
responsible for processing “community 
grievances”—not only from union mem- 


bers but from any resident in this area. 

When sufficient grievances have been 
received, verified and documented in a 
given ward, a meeting is arranged with 
the alderman or other elected repre- 
sentative of the people in that area. 

If no action is or can be taken at this 
level, the Community Action Depart- 
ment arranges a meeting with the heads 
of city departments or agencies in- 
volved. Sidney Zagri, full-time director 
of the program, explains the procedure 
as a fulfillment of the historic citizen 
right “to redress of grievances.” 

To co-ordinate city-wide activities 
and to provide an educational forum 
for the members involved in the rro- 
gram, the community stewards are 
further organized in a city-wide Com- 
munity Stewards’ Assembly. This is the 
legislative arm of the program. 


Civic Stewards in Action 


In every case where the Community 
Stewards’ Assembly is considering im- 
portant issues, qualified persons are 
invited to present the facts. When 
faced with the city’s recent $100,000.- 
000 bond issue election, the Mayor ad- 
dressed a meeting of the Assembly. 


Through the regular meetings of the 
Assemb’y, community stewards are edu- 
cated in community standards and 
ideals, various city codes, and what the 
citizen should expect from his govern- 
ment. They in turn instruct the mem- 
bers in their neighborhood, reporting 
a grievance, and the agency responsible 
for handling the grievance. 

Following the round of “community 
meetings,” special committeés were 
named to deal with problems of juvenile 
delinquency, police protection, school 
facilities and housing. 


Last year, the union opened the first 
in what is planned as a series of “com- 
munity centers” in the various neigh- 
borhoods. In this center, the union pro- 
vides such services as income tax aid, 
notary public service, payment of utility 
bills and procurement of licenses. 


Some time ago, rank-and-filers under- 
took supervision of a weekly “Teen- 
town” where high school students of 
the area can gather on Saturday nights 
in wholesome surroundings. Members 
have spoken to Parent-Teacher groups 
and high school officials, urging their 
co-operation in the program, and the 
response has been excellent. 

The union is currently undertaking 
a campaign for passage of an anti-dis- 
crimination bill in the Board of Alder- 
men which will have far-reaching con- 
sequences in eliminating racial dis- 
crimination in places of public accom- 
modation. 


ONE VEEP TO ANOTHER VEEP

Vice President Richard M. Nixon al- 
ready has taken a run out powder on 
one of his lush political predictions. 

Recently Nixon proclaimed a four-day 
week is not too far distant for the 
American worker, provided, of course, 
the Republicans are returned to power. 
Walter P. Reuther, vice president of the 
AFL-CIO, quite logically dashed off 
wires to President Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower, Nixon and eight other promi- 
nent Republicans requesting definite 
commitment they would support prac- 
tically and enthusiastically a shorter 
work week, 

Nixon jumped into the hedge straight- 
way. He said “mere artificial legisla- 
tion” would not accomplish the task. 
Instead, he said, it would take the dedi- 
cated efforts of labor, management and 
government. . 

Thus it is clear Nixon is offering no 
practical program. He just wants to 
sit in his fortune teller’s tent and make 
prophecies he hopes the voters will link 
to Republican policies. Reuther did a 
neat job of breaking the link and 
demonstrating that Nixon is just read- 
ing tea leaves. 


Between Book Ends 


Rare Beetles and Guinea Pigs 
THE CURIOUS ART OF AUTOBIOGRAPHY, by 
H. WN. Wethered. (Philosophical Library, 237 
pgs., $7.50.) 

The title of this book is misleading. 
It suggests that the author will consider 
autobiography as a curious kind of lit- 
erary art. Instead Mr. Wethered pre- 
sents biographical sketches of 21 per- 
sons, all of whom either deliberately 
or unconsciously in their books, letters 
or diaries left interesting self-portraits. 
Included are such well-known .figures 
as John Bunyan, Jean Jacques Rous- 
seau, Thomas De Quincey, John Henry 
Newman, and Rudyard Kipling as well 
as little known men like Richard Bax- 
> ter, George Os- 
baldeston, Bishop 
Ullathorne and E. 
F. Benson. 

With respect to 
time, the book 
ranges from the 
Sixteenth century 
(Cellini Mon- 
taigne) to the twen- 
tieth (Benson, Con- 
rad and Kipling). 
Living persons are 
excluded. The au- 
thor admits the list 
is incomplete, bat 
hopes it is a “fair- 

y representative 
list of writers who have told us in their 
own way what they were like and also 
the kind of age in which they lived.” 

The book is not for those who take 
their literature straight. It should in- 
terest the person who would like a 
chance to get better acquainted, say, 
with Ben Franklin without spending an 
evening reading his “Autobiography.” 

The author's keen eye for the telling 
gesture, the quotable passage, does 
much for the book. Consider, for in- 
stance, how clearly Charles Darwin’s 
scientific zeal is revealed by a well- 
selected quotation: “On tearing off 
some old bark I saw two rare beetles, 
and seized one in each hand; then I 
Saw a third and new kind, which I 
could not bear to lose, so that I popped 
the one which I held in my right hand 
into my mouth.” This is more effec- 
tive than pages of analysis. 

When sketching a highly cerebral or 
inward person, the author rarely suc- 
ceeds. The sketch of John Henry New- 
man iS a case in point. The reader 
might better consult an encyclopedia. 
It would be as interesting and more 
systematic. But when writing about 
some one given to off-beat behavior, 
the author does much better. 

One such is George Moore, the Irish 
expatriate, who is vividly set before us, 
lounging in his red tent and playing 
with his cats and pet python. Once we 
read that Moore amused himself by 
feeding the python guinea pigs, we don't 
need to be told what a mad, bad young 
man he was.

THE COST OF LIVING, by Kathleen Farrell. (St. 
Martin's Press, 234 pqs., $3.50.) 

This novel, about two London bach- 
elor girls who live in flats ene above 
the other, begins with preparations for 
a party and ends with plans for another 
party, but in between there is a great 
deal of urbane, feminine chitchat.

Fun With Guinness 


LEC GUINNESS takes another delightful excursion in 
J sstizicine the crime melodrama in “THE LADY- 

KILLERS,” at the SHADY OAK THEATER. As he 
did in the memorable “The Lavender Hill Mob,” Alec 
plans the fabulous perfect crime. He is 
Prof. Marcus, mastermind of a gang, a 
man with a ghoulish face, eccentric dress 
and sickly smile who directs his mob 
in the holdup of an armored car, using a 
sweet old lady as cover by renting a room 
for her for planning the crime, and mak- 
ing her the patsy for getting the loot out 
of the danger zone in a trunk. But he and his thugs more 
than meet their match in 77-year-old Katie Johnson, who 
commits some larceny of her own by stealing the picture 
as the gently daft but mettlesome old girl, not only resist- 
ing all attempts to put her out of the way, but living to 
see all of them meet their ends in the most hilarious 
murders since “Kind Hearts and Coronets.” 


William Rose, the writer of “Genevieve” and “High 
and Dry,” concocted this bizarre conflict and its clever 
twists, and it’s fun all the way to the slyly ironic ending. 
Miss Johnson, as the fearless rock of respectability, is a 
joy. to behold. Guinness works his unctuous caricature of 
a blood-and-thunder master criminal with a dry subtlety 
that keeps it fairly close to realism, and is ably abetted 
by four comic villains, listed “in the order of their dis- 
appearance,” as Cecil Parker, Peters Sellers, Danny Green 
and Herbert Lom. This is another comedy triumph for 
Producer Michael Balcon, who has done so many of the 
good English satires, and for Director Alexander MacKen- 
drick, who did “Tight Little Island,” “The Man in the 
White Suit” and “High and Dry.”

is not mysterious that the 

contents of that well-filled 
cookie jar seem to shrink. No 
matter how well it is guarded, 
it seems unable to resist raids. 
A few days after a batch of 
cookies has been made up, 
“strangely enough there seem to 
be none left, as planned for use 
later in the week. 

There is nothing that children 
like better for a school lunch 
than cookies for dessert, especi- 
ally if they are large. When I 
was in Michigan this summer, 
the only criticism by the young 
when they were offered home- 
made cookies at our house was 
that they were just too little. 
Even grown-up males seem to 
prefer the large to the small, 


i MAY be surprising but it 


which they consider hardly 
worth while eating. 

We usually cnoose drop 
cookies to serve at lunch, 


whether it is eaten from a box 
or at the table. A spicy oatmeal 
cookie is both appetizing and 
satisfying. Drop chocolate 
cookies are always better than 
rolled cookies with this flavor 
and, of course, much easier to 
prepare. 

A center garnish of a whole

nut or a raisin adds to the ap- 
pearance of any type of cookie 
and is as good as it looks when 
it comes to eating. 

Spiced Chocolate Cookies. 

Three cups sifted all-purpose 
flour, two teaspoons double- 
acting baking powder, one tea- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-fourth teaspoon nut- 
meg, one-fourth teaspoon cloves, 
one-half cup cocoa, two cups 
sugar, one cup shortening, two 
eggs, three-fourth cup milk, one 
cup chopped nuts, pecan or wal- 
nut halves for garnish. 

Sift flour, baking powder, 
salt, spices and cocoa together. 
Gradually biend sugar with 
shortening and beat in eggs. 
Add sifted flour mixture alter- 


nately with milk. Stir in 
chopped nuts. Drop from a tea- 
spoon onto lightly greased 


cookie sheet. Flatten to one- 
fourth-inch thickness with spat- 
ula. Place pecan or walnut half 
in center of each cookie. Bake 
in moderate oven (375 degrees 
F.) 12 to 15 minutes. Cool on 
wire racks. Store in tightly 
closed tin box or cookie jar. 


Yield: four and one-half dozen 
large cookies. 
Oatmeal Cookies. 

Two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour, one teaspoon salt, three- 
fourths teaspoon double-acting 
baking powder, one teaspoon 
cinnamon, one teaspoon ginger, 
oné-half teaspoon cloves, one 
and one-half cups quick-cooking 
oatmeal, two cups dark brown 
sugar, firmly packed, one cup 
shortening, two eggs, two table- 
spoons milk, one cup seedless 
raisins, one cup chopped nuts, 
whole seeded raisins for garnish. 

Sift flour, salt, baking powder 


and spices together, and mix 
with the oatmeal. Gradually 
blend sugar into shortening. 


Beat in eggs. Gradually stir in 
flour-oatmeal mixture and milk. 
Add seedless raisins and nuts 
and mix well. Drop from a tea- 
spoon onto lightly greased 
cookie sheets. Place whole 
seeded raisin in center of each 
cookie. Bake in moderate oven 
(370 degrees F.) 10 to 12 min- 
utes or until lightly brown 
around edges. Cool on wire 
racks. Store in tightly covered 
tin box or cookie jar. Yield: 
three and one-half dozen large 
cookies.

Furniture Repairs, 

EW things about the house 
F resist attempts at repairs as 

well as furniture does, and 
we've found that the more cost- 
ly the furniture the more vio- 
lent is its resistance. 

Try to use a wood screw on 
a piece of furniture and the 
wood splits; try to drive in a 
small brad and the brad simply

bends over and gives up or the 
wood splits. The whole business 
can be pretty maddening. 

One of the best little mend- 


ers for furniture we've ever 
found is a small wire brad or 
finishing nail, but it has to be 
installed just so. The way to 
install the nail or brad is first 
take one of the same size, snip 
off the head and use this in 
your drill to make a hole in the 
wood. You'll find that a nail 
or brad does very well as a drill 
point in either a hand or pow- 
er drill. 

Once the hole has been made 
another brad or finishing nail 
can be driven into it and you'll 
find that it not only won't split 
the wood or bend over but will 
hold very well. By the way, 
don't drill the hole too deep; it 
should not be quite as deep as 
the length of the nail that is 
finally set into it, This allows 
a portion of the nail to get into 
wood that has not been drilled. 

When the nail has been driv- 
en almost all the way down, use 
a small nail set to finish driv- 
ing it in and then set the head 
of the nail slightly below the 
wood surface. The small hole

off 0.06; and 65 stocks, 173.09, 
up 2.06 points. 

Sales for the week totaled 
7,406,995 shares or a daily av- 
erage of 1,481,399 shares. This 
contrasted with 10,384,168 
shares or a daily average of 
2,076,833 shares last week. 

Between this week and last 
industrials gained 14.94 points 
and rails, 6.78 points. 

World Series Factor. 

World Series games brought 
(the volume down sharply early 
in the week. On Tuesday, for 
example, the trades fell to 

1,220,000 shares, smallest for 
any session since Oct. 27, 1953. 
On Wednesday when the last 
out was made at Ebbets Field 
the professionals rushed back 
into the market and sent the 
industrial average soaring six 
points. Another rally came on 
Friday. 

That Friday rise—2.13 points 
in the industrials and. 1.47 
points in rails — Was accom- 
panied by official statements 
that defense spending may rise 
next year, and there will be 
ample credit for essential needs.
